A solid foundation is indispensable’ to any good pay 
ment. When the pavement: is entirely new the best a 
most economical form is concrete, made of hydraul 
cement, sand, and broken stone. In many cases existir 
pavements can be used as a foundation for asphalt. Thi 
has been done with entire success on the old Belgian bloc 
paving in New York and Washington, and on old Macadar 
pavements in New York, Chicago, Buffalo and elsewhere. 

The wearing surface is a mixture of refined asphal 
(obtained from the famous asphalt lake in the Island « 
Trinidad) with sand, limestone and petroleum oil, in certal. 
proportions, derived from long experience and careful ob- 
servation. These proportions are slightly varied, accoraimg 
to the varying conditions of climate and traffic. * 
materials are thoroughly incorporated at the proper teMp= 
erature by suitable machinery, and are then brought to S. 
street while still hot, spread on the foundation by means of 
iron rakes, and then thoroughly compressed and compacted” 
by a heavy steam roller.

ADVANTAGES. 


ist. Durability.—Asphalt is the most durable of 
smooth pavements and the smoothest of durable pavemen S. 
It is, in reality, a sandstone, the asphalt acting only as 4 
cement to hold the particles of sand together, and it has @ 
greater durability than ordinary sandstone, owing to the 
ductile nature of the cementing material, It is not a§ 
durable as granite, but is far more durable than wood OF 
brick. Many streets paved with Trinidad Asphalt are now 
in perfect order after ten years’ use without ever having 
been repaired. ‘a 

2d. Smoothness.— The smooth and uniform surface 
of the asphalt reduces the force of traction to one third or 
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one fifth as compared with various stone pavements, and 
one twelfth as compared with gravel roads ; it increases the 
carrying power of horses by corresponding amounts from 
three to twelve fold; it saves from one third to one half of 
the repairs of vehicles due to the wear and tear resulting 
from the incessant blows of stone pavement, and the mud 
of macadam and gravel roads; it adds to the comfort of 
every person who rides in a carriage. 


3d. Health.— The joints of Belgian and cobble pave- 
ments are the receptacies for the manure and urine which 
are dropped on the street, and which putrify under the 
combined effects of moisture and heat, giving forth un- 
healthy vapors. The cleaning of the street does not remove 
these offensive matters, as the brooms pass over the surface 
and not into the joints. The upper layer of macadam and 
gravel roads is thoroughly impregnated with the same kind 
of filth, The vegetable fibre of wood pavements also 
absorbs the street filth in the same manner, and, in addi- 
tion, gives out the foul odors arising from its own decay. 
On asphalt pavements there are no joints; the pavements 
are easily cleaned, and when cleaned every particle of for- 
eign matter is removed from them. The materials of which 
they are composed are all of mineral origin, and are not 
subject to decay. 


4th. Safety.— The result of a long series of recorded 
observations in ten different cities, during 192 days, in 
which over 800,000 horses were observed, showed that on 
an average a horse traveled 583 miles before falling on 
asphalt, and only 413 miles before falling on stone; or, in 
other words, that for the same distance traveled there were 
41 per cent. more accidents on stone than on asphalt. The 
gritty surface of the Trinidad Asphalt Pavement, due to 
the combination of sand and bitumen, is incapable of taking 
the polish which make stone pavements so slippery. It 
dries quickly after a rain, and thus escapes the damp, 


greasy condition which renders wood so slippery, This 
same gritty character makes it essentially different from the 
French and Sicilian asphalt pavements, made of fine grained 
bituminous limestone. The French pavement has not peen | 
extended of late years in Paris and in London on account: 
of its slipperiness ; it was distinctly rejected, after full trial, 
in Washington, for this same reason, while the Trinidad. 
pavement has attained a development of 75 miles in that 
city. Zhe recorded accidents among 61,000 horses passing 
over Madison Avenue, New York, in four weeks Luring the 
year 1891, were g falls on Trinidad pavement Near o7th 
Street, and 233 on the Sicilian asphalt near 39th Street. The 
exact figures of the traffic record referred to are as follows:

The record was taken in both cases during the same four weeks, 
beginning January 19th, 1891, and ending February 14th (omitting 
Sundays), on Madison Avenue ; that on the Trinidad pavement being at 
27th Street, and on the Sicilian pavement at 39th street. The grade of 
both pavements is substantially the same—if anything, being in favor of the 
Sicilian, and the conditions as to the weather were, of course, exactly the 
same. The following results were obtained, being verified by affidayit of 
the parties taking the records: Out of 71,831 vehicles (not horses) pass- 
ing over the Trinidad pavement, there were only 4 accidents to horses, of 
which there was no complete fall. Out of 61,493 vehicles passing over ti 
the Sicilian pavement, there were 233 accidents to horses, of which 143 _ 
were complete falls. 


5th. Noiselessness.—The Trinidad Asphalt Pavye- 
ment is almost noiseless; the horses’ hoofs make a slight 
click as they touch the surface, but the wheels of the vehicles 
make no perceptible sound. The intolerable noise of stone 
pavement is known to every one. It is declared by leading 3 
physicians to be the principal cause of the nervous diseases | 
so prevalent among residents of large cities. ef 


6th. Popularity.—The final test of the relative merits _ } 
of different classes of duradle pavements is the relative | 
amount of traffic whith they attract under similar circum- el 
stances. In St. Louis two streets, parallel, adjacent, and 3 waa 
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similar in every respect, were paved in 1883, one with Trin- 
idad Asphalt and the other with the best quality of granite 
blocks with tar cement in the joints. In 1885 the recorded 
traffic on the granite street was 308 vehicles per diem, and on 
the asphalt 3,247 vehicles. Similar results have followed in 
Washington, Buffalo, Louisville, Omaha, and every city 
where the Trinidad Asphalt has been placed in direct com- 


petition with stone pavements. In Omaha two parallel 


streets were paved in 1882, one with asphalt and the other 
with stone. In 1890 the majority of the property owners 
petitioned to have the stone removed, on the ground that 
it has injured their business and depreciated their property, 
and asphalt substituted for it at their own expense. 


7th. Cost.—The Trinidad, Asphalt is laid at less cost 
than the best quality of granite or Belgian pavement, or of 
wood on concrete; and although its first cost is greater 
than that of the cheap varieties of wood laid on sand, yet 
the rapid decay and frequent renewals of wood make the 
wood pavement much more expensive in the end. 

Considering all the elements that enter into the con- 
struction and use of a pavement— its cost, durability, 
smoothness, cleanliness and safety—the Trinidad Asphalt 
Pavement is the best and cheapest pavement that has ever 
been laid. It is the only pavement which in this country 
can to-day show nearly 800 miles of surface in first-class 
order. It is the standard pavement of America.
